VANISHING IN NEW YORK 


Disreputable Resorts Have Al- 
most Disappeared in a 
Period of Ten Years. 


New York, February 14.—Commer- 
cilalized vice is rapidly being driven out 
fof New York and disreputable resorts 
almost have disappeared in a space of 


len years, the committee of fourteen 
form&d to drive organized vice out of the 
metropolitan district asserted in itsian- 
nual report made public tonight. With- 
in the next twelve months, the commit- 
tee prediots, the police and the courts 
'will have taken a firm grip on the 
remnant of vice that flourishes 

To these and other optimistic state- 
ments the committee adds a gsupple- 
mentary report which contradicts state- 
ments of vice investigators who de- 
Clared that department stores in the 
large cities offered the most productive 
recruiting places for the agents of 
commercialized vice. 

For six' months the committee's train- 
ed investigators worked as empléyees 
in a big department store. The com- 
mittee concluded that the general con- 
ditions among the employees were nor- 
mal; that little could be done in the 
store to preserve moral rectitude be-

established as well that vice agents do 
there for recruits. 

“This tnvestigation would 
she the report states, “negative 
condifions so far as the social evil is 
oncerned, with which the committee 
of fourteen specifically deals—a most 
gratifying result.

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ALL STOCKS OF OATS 
SEIZED BY GERMANY 


Berlin, February 14.—(Via London.) 
The bundesrath today decided to ex- 
propriate all domestic stocks of oats, 
except seed oats and grain necessary 
for fodder for horses. The order be- 
comes effective February 16. 

The bundesrath also raised the 
maximum price of oats bDy 50 marks 
($12.50) per metrio ton. 

The action of the bundesrath, or fed- 
eral council, in expropriating domes- 
tic stocks of oats is a further step in 
the German government's policy of 


conserving the food supplies. On Jan- 
uary 26 the federal council ordered the

The story of the affidavit made here 
was told by District Attorney Perkins 
late tonight, after he had talked with 
Marshall and Assistant District At- 
torney Groehl. The prosecutor told of 
the conference and of what was con- 
tained in the sworn statement. Its text, 
however, he would not divulge, as he 
said it might have to be produced ata 
hearing later.

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PENSIONS FOR MOTHERS 
URGED BY JUDGE NEL 


Father of System Will Study | 


Records of the Juvenile 
Courts of Georgia. 


Judge Henry Neil, the father of the 
mothers’ pension system, which has 
been adopted by the 
twenty-two northern states, arrived in 
Atianta Saturday night for the pur- 
pose of commencing his campaign in 
behalf of children dependent upon 
widowed mothers in southern: states. 
Judge Neil proposes to study the rec- 
ords and systems of the juvenile courts 
of Georgia and present the merits of 
the mothers’ pension System to the 
members of the general assembly and 
to the public officials of the state. 

Judge Neil does not believe that the 
children of the community should be 
punished by neglect for the crimes, 
the inefficiency or the straitened cir- 
cumstances of their parents. In the 
casé of small children of poor widows, 
he is convinced that they can be cared 
for with better results by their moth- 
ers when given assistance and direc- 
tion than by being institutionalized 
through charity organizations. 

The objective of the mothers’ pen- 
sion system is to give needed power 
and resources to the juvenile court of- 
ficials. It authorizes these officials to 
issue pensions to widows who are moth- 
ers, the amounts to be granted being 
governed by the number and age of 
the dependent children. The measure 
aiso authorizes the courts to exercise 
discretion in the instances of good or 
bad mothers. 

It is the first impression, he con- 
tinued, that children thus reared will 
incur a great expense to the taxpay- 
ers, but the reverse has proved true 
in the northern states where the moth- 
ers’ pension system has been adoovted 
and where, also, necessities of living 
require a greater sum. For instance, 
under the old regime in Illinois the 
charitable institutions collected from

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FREEING THE FARMER. 
A valuable contribution to the discussion 
of rural credits is published today in the 
form of a Washington interview with Wil- 
liam Schley Howard, representative of the 
Fifth Georgia congressional district. Mr. 
Howard is right in the contention that the 
great and necessary institution of rural 
credits must be materialized upon a conserv- 
ative and business basis, free of demagogy 
and insincere radicalism. 

The farmer, as the backbone of pros- 
perity in this country, ought to be able to 
get credit upon the same basis as accorded 
other lines of business. As it is, he is about 
the highest risk when it comes to credits. 

Congressman Howard explains, as The 
Constitution has often explained, that 
whereas the farmer, the producer, ought to 
be able to secure credit at as nominal a rate 
of interest as is compatible with safety, he 
is under our present system the victim of 
extortionate interest charges. The man in 
ordinary business gets credit easily and at 
comparatively cheap rates. The farmer with 
the best security on earth to offer—his land 
—pays directly 8 per cent and indirectly 
anywhere up to the roof. \ 

The paradox thus created is working 
against the welfare of agriculture, and that 
means business generally. It discourages 
the man who owns his farm from making 
improvements or buying labor-saving ma-

WHEN EXPERTS DIFFER. 


A correspondent asks ts how we recon- 
cile the widely varying accounts of the bat- 
tles and strategic maneuvers of the Euro- 
pean war, as sent to this country by Amer- 
ican and English correspondents. The 
answer is that we “don’t,” or rather, that we 
make due allowance for human fallibility, 
draw a broad general average, and from 
that make our own deductions. 

As an illustration, take the four gospels in 
the New Testament. .They are assumed to 
report the same occurrence as seen by dif- 
eyes and filtered through different 
minds. You can go through “Matthew,” 
“Mark,” “Luke” and “John,” and discover 
discrepancies of fact and of time and place 
that are staggering. But gather the whole 
into a concrete summary, strike out the 
manifest inaccuracies and you have as a re- 
sult a fairly coherent story, agreeing in the 
essentials, but contradictory perhaps in the 
details.

Nine out of ten individ- 
uals will display mental inaccuracy, con- 
fronted with a test of this nature. 

It is probably from this well-established 
psychological principle that there came the 
adage to “believe only one-half you hear 
and one-fourth you see.” The advice is 
eminently applicable in rumors and reports 
originating from the’ European war. 


TWO PLUCKY CITIES 


The spirit of the west has never been 
better exemplified than in the manner in 
which the people of San Francisco and San 


Diego, where two kig Panama expositions 


are being staged, met the shock of the Euro- 
pean war. The south, which has shown 
similar bravery in greater emergencies, will 
know how to appreciate the following com- 
ment from The Springfield (Mass.) Repub- 
lican: 

The majority of easterners have as- 
sumed that the San Francisco exposi- 
tion would be critically affected by the 
war. To admit anything of that sort 
is not part of the western makeup. 
But the fact is indisputable that the 
California winter resorts are crowded 
and the fashionable hotels turning 
away applicants. Against the war 
and hard times are to be put the trav- 
elers who would ordinarily go to Eu- 
rope who will g0 somewhere else it 
is not certain that the balance will be 
against the exposition. 


The tribute is deserved. The west never 
does admit it is beaten or in danger of be- 
ing beaten. The south has exhibited like 
qualities on more than one occasion. 

All Americans who can should attend one 
or both of the western expositions. They 
are deserving of patronage for their own 
sake, and the gallant spirit of the west is 
deserving of commendation. It is likely 
they will not suffer, since the European 
hegira is off for at least another year, and 
there are a host of Americans who will take 
advantage of the opportunity to see their 
own country. 

It is interesting, in the meantime, to 
learn that the Georgia and Florida and 
Louisiana resorts are doing their full quota 
of extra business because of Europe’s war. 
Truly, it is an ill wind that blows no one 
anv good. 


WAS IT IRREPRESSIBLE? 


Sir Edward Grey, English minister for 
foreign affairs, recently suggested a new 
line of thought when he declared in a speech 
that had the ideas of the American pacifists 
prevailed at The Hague peace convention 
the present war would have been averted. 
Sir Edward meant that such action would 
have bound all signatory nations to col- 
lective action for the enforcement of The 
Hague regulations. The plan is not unlike 
that of Theodore Roosevelt for an interna- 
tional police force, committed to keep the 
peace. 

The theory is admirable, but whether it 
would have worked out in practice is an- 
other question. There is one very strong 
school of thought that persists in the decla- 
ration that the present European war was 
even more irrepressible than the American 
civil war. Since the Franco-Prussian war 
Kurope has been simmering, the Balkans 
have been plague spots, racial differences 
have been numerous and political diver- 
gencies many and almost irreconcilable. 

The tilt of Austria with Serbia may be 
taken as merely the spark to the powder 
mine. Sooner or later, runs this theory, 
Europe was bound to blow its head off. The 
only question was, of how many nations the 
conflict would embrace, and at the latest it 
seems to have covered them all pretty con- 
tagiously. 

It is a nice question in higher logic, if 
Russia’s ambitions southward, cherished for 
years; if Germany’s steady encroachments 
on England’s mastery of world trade and 
finance; if England’s jealousy of that mas- 
tery and resolution to break it; if the dis- 
trust that has run quietly through all the 
chancellories of Europe since the dav of 
Bismarck could be quieted by “collective 
force,—or,if the nations would have seated 
themselves-péacefully at a council table and 
threshed out the mighty issues now being 
ventilated on many battlefields. 

The greater probability is that. as, Sir 
Edward also intimated, Europe will lea&n a 
big lesson from the present strife. Here- 
after, so stupendous will be the immediate 
and the future cost of the war, that the old 
world nations will think more about arbitra- 
tion and less about a quick resort to arms 
than in the past. The common people, too, 
will have a voice in the making of the next 
war, and appearances now are that it must 
be for very genuine cause that they will 
permit their civilization to be tumbled about 
their ears. 

The present war might have been avert- 
ed. But until history now concealed is re- 
vealed, there will be doubt on that score.

Deafness is frequently attributable to lit, 
diseased tonsils and the many diseases back 
of the nose and eyes, etc. 

Mental defects in children are attribut- 
able to these early “green pups. A survey 
of the schools of Atlanta and the report ol 
the medical staff would prove the statement 
that there are hundreds of children who 
could not, if their little lives depended upon 
it, pronounce the name of that beloved 
pastry, “cream puffs.” 

All Right for You. 

“But my child can pronounce ‘cream 
puffs,’ though he is a nervous little boy, 
states Mrs. Blank, who is well-to-do enough 
to permit her child to have nerves. . 

“I teach him to use his little handkerchief 
when he has a bad cold. “I take him to,the 
specialist when he ought to gO."

Dear madame—this story is not intended 
for you. We know your little boy is given 
a perfumed bath every morning; that he has 
bath salt even in the water his hands are 
washed in after he plays with the little boy 
next door: that it makes h!m nervous to do 
anvthing he does not wish to do, and that 
he is going to grow up some day and prob- 
ably wear his hair longer than the other 
young men of his time, ana wear a sash, and 
maybe have to leave the community in which 
he is. because he is not understood, his deli- 
cate sensibilities, temperament, etc. Nobody 
would think of this little boy in connection 
with “green pups.’ 

But there are dozens of little boys and 
girls in this town who go to schools every 
dav, have bad colds, and have not pocket 
handkerchiefs with them. Some of these lit- 
tle boys have no handkerchiefs, and probably 
cannot afford to have them, but there are 
many others who are neglected in this di- 
rection, who are not trained in the use of 
pocket handkerchiefs. Sometimes the mother 
is not awake when -the children go to school. 
Sometimes—poor thing—she is so busy she 
does well to prepare for children’s nourish- 
ment to get them to school. 

Now, I do not know just how far peda- 
gogic psychology goes in its relation to 
‘o>reen pups.” I know that more and more is 
required of the poor teacher every day. She 
has to teach all that has gone untaught in 
many directions. She has to keep soap and 
towels, comb and brush at school, which she 
pays for herself, but I do not know whether 
a fund has yet been arranged for by peda- 
gogic psychology for pocket handkerchiefs. 
I know it is no use to send a committee to 
council asking for monev to buy handkKer- 
chiefs, nor for bath salts, for aur little 
boys!

The “Green Pups” Situation. 
However, as long as the public sciools of 


the city are justly under fire for many rea- ' 


sons, we might as well thresh out the situa- 
tion of “green pups.’ They are entirely too 
prevalent, and mothers he better look to 
their laurels in this matteTt, and see if they 
give the attention to the’ very simple, yet 
important, incident of Johnny’s and Mary’s 
pocket handkerchiefs. More care should be 
taken im the situation of “just a bad cold.” 
Johnny should be reproved for sniffling, for 
using his coat sleeve in lieu of his handker- 
chief. 

The schoolhouses are largely responsible 
for these bad colds, no one can doubt. In 
many of the buildings where the children 
are crowded into shacks, they are too close 
to the too-hot stove, while the others are 
right at the door ‘where wind comes in 
through a crack, and there is a crack in 
the window on the opposite side. If the win- 
dow is left open for the necessary amount of 
oxygen, the child nearest it takes cold, and 
so goes the story of the unhealthy, badly- 
ventilated schoolroom. 
herself being teacher, mother, doctor, nurse: 
and one or more children in a schoolroom 
with “adenoids” is a menace in many wavs 
to the entire class. It is really cruel to let 
little ones go on being afflicted in that way. 
If parents aré not intelligent enough, or are 
too poor to look after their children when 
they become afflicted with these so-called 
simple “head troubles,” the city should pro- 
vide those medical facilities, through the 
department of medical inspection in the 
schools, which would help the suffering child 
and protect the healthy child. 

A visit to many of the. public schoo] 
buildings, especially those where the build- 
ings are shacks, would prove the prevalence 
of catarrh among the children. Head and 
throat troubles are too prevalent. Let the 
mothers and the city get to work and lick 
out these “green pups.”

Representative William Schley Howard, 
of Georgia, has introduced a bill which dif- 
fers from these in that it provides for a 
central bank feature. Mr. Howard has 
given careful study to this question and 
believes that the system it proposes to estab- 
lish has all the advantages of the European 
systems Americanized to meet the peculiar 
needs and wishes of this nation’s farmers. 

The farnrers in every section of the union 
will seek its advantages, -he-says, and the 
investing public. will likewise be glad to 
take the bonds issued by the central bank. 

Since Mr. Howard addressed the house 
recently on his measure, during the consid- 
eration of the agricultural appropriation bill, 
he has received letters from farmers 
throughout the country containing indorse- 
ments and suggestions, and asking for: coples 
of the speech. Representative William H. 
Murray, of Oklahoma, has requested him to 
send a copy to each member of the state 
legislature, now in session. 

The main object sought in the establish- 
ment of land mortgage banks Is to enable 
the average farmer to borrow on the only 
security he has available the money to build 
up his place by purchasing machinery and 
stock, construct houses and barns and make 
other permanent improvements. An equaliy 
important feature is to furnish him cheap 
moncy under a system whereby he can repay 
principal and interest at no greater annual 
outiny than he would now be compelled to 
pay in interest alone. 

Explained by Howard. 

Representative Howard was asked by The 
Constitution correspondent co explain. the 
general features of the proposed legisiation 
and what his bill proposes to accomplish. 
He replied: 

“First, the land mortgage 
be separate and distinct from the federal 
reserve system. The character of credits 
which will really benefit the farmer must 
permit its repayment over a long term of 
years in small amounts annually or semi- 
annually. 

“The system should place as large a 
measure of control as possible in the farmer 
himself. and be mutualized so that the bor- 
rowers may also share in the profits of the 
entire system. 

“The enormous

reduce the proportionate cost of operation 
to a minimum, not to’ exceed at the begin- 
ning 1 per cent per annum. It will probably 
amount to less when the system is in full 
operation.”

“States where the land title laws are lax 
may need to effect reforms in the system 
of conveyances, recording and foreclosure,” 
he replied. “The investing public must have 
implicit confidence in the securities offered 
as well as faith in the administrative offi- 
cers of the system in order to secure the 
lowest rates of interest for the farmer. 

“No elass of people in America nee 
emancipation from the clutches of the skin- 
flint banker or the merciless money-shark 
more than the farmers of our country. So 
then, a system that is not conceived by the 
friends of the farmer and which does not 
have written into its every fiber provisions to 
promote the interests, of the farmer, by which 
honest farmers and an honorable investing 
public can be brought togeticr at a mini- 
mum of expense, exchanging money at a low 
rate of interest for the very highest charac- 
ter of security, might as well be lIeft un- 
written. 

“The commercial bank is the exact an- 
tithesis of the land mortgage bank. The 
operation of the one is an exact reversal of 
the operation of the other. The commercial 
bank brings together the cash of the com- 
munity and sells that cash for credit. The 
land mortgage bank brings together the 
credit of the community and sells that credit 
for cash. The commercial bank pools the 
money of the community and sells it for in- 
terest-bearing notes or bonds The land 
mortgage bank pools the interest-bearing 
notes or bonds of the community and sells 
them for cash : 

Land as Basis of Credit. 

farmers one permanent asset is 
is, therefore, evident that his capi- 
ial requirements must he met through. the 
instrumentality of this one asset, his land: 
and this land must be the basis of credit 
upon which the needed capital is furnished. 

“The capital required for railroads and 
public utilities corporations and for great 
industrial corporations is met through the 
facilities afforded them by the sale of cor- 
porate stocks and bonds By creatine a bond 
issue, railroads are enabled to pledge their 
present assets. as well as their future-ac- 
quired property, and their future earnings. 
The bonds, so secured, are sold on .the best 
terms and at the lowest interest rates. Out 
of the proceeds of the sale of such bonds, 
the railroad is enabled to provide itself with 
the capital needed for extensions and im- 
provements, and this capital is repaid in 
small amounts through a long period of 
years by the operation of sinking fund pro- 
visions. 

“Farming is essentially an individual and 
personal business. The limited life-time of 
the individual, with the risk of his death 
and the consequent winding up of his estate, 
has made it impossible to use the long-term 
bond with a sinking fund provision, as is 
done in the corporate enterprise, where the 
life of the corporation is either limited or 
runs beyond the date of maturity of the 
obligation. Moreover, the difficulties of pro- 
viding for a sinking fund in the case of an 
individual are practically insurmountable. 

“Strictly speaking, a land mortgage bank 
is not a bank at all in the common accepta- 
tion of the term. It is an institution or 
organization designed for the purpose of 
enabling the. individual farmer to borrow 
money, secured by a morteage on his farm. 
from a distant investor or from the general 
public at the lowest rate of interest and 
on the best terms. It is the means or. in- 
strumenutlity by and through which the 
farmer can place and seil his long-term 
mortgage loans. It is the machinery for 
creating, securing, handling and selling the 
mortgage loans of the individual farmer and 
at the same time for protecting the holder 
of these loans by sgeing rnat the money 
loaned is used in the improvement of the 
farm by assuring the title to the land, the 
validitv of tne mortgage and the value of 
the security behind the mortgage. and by 
guaranteeing to the investor the prompt 
payment of principal and interest of the 
loan as they mature. 

“By doing these things for manv farmers 
at the same time it can be done at a mini- 
mum of expense. The land mortgage bank 
could more properly be called the land mort- 
gage security and brokerage company. It 
handles farm mortgage securities, guaran- 
tees their payment, and acts as broker in 
placing and selling them.” 

“Will your proposed system be an ex- 
pensive one to operate?’ 

“No,”” he replied. 

“The picture of a land mortgage hank 
brought before the mind’s eye of the average 
man involves a handsome bank. building with 
a large force of bookkeepers. The strict 
land mortgage bank needs nothing of the 
kind. Its business in an average county 
could be conducted by one paid employee at 
a nominal salary at a small desk in a corner 
of his sitting room or office. Only a smal] 
part of his time would be required after 
the bank was in full operation. 

“It is evident that, in consequence. the 
cost of operating a strict land mortgage 
bank is extremely small. In so far as these 
banks are permitted to transact any of the 
ordinary banking functions in the bill which 
I have introduced, it is believed that the 
additional expense will be offset by the ad- 
ditional profits from this branch of the 
business. 

“One of the pending bills provides for a 
system of independent banking. each bank 
being allowed to do a state-wide business,

and each bank being allowed to sell its 
debentures against the first mortgages tak- 
en by it. Under this bill a given number of 
persons can organize a bank and do busi- 
ness all over the state in which the bank is 
rganized, lending money on lands anywhere 
in that state, and selling the debentures of 
the bank under certain regulations and re- 
Strictions, such debentures being issued 
against the mortgages held by the bank. 
Each bank is an independent unit, except for 
the supervisory control exercised by the 
government. 

“On the other hand, another prominent 
bill pending does not provide for the estab- 
lishment of independent banks. It provides 
for the establishment of a banking system, 
consisting of local institutions known as 
‘National Farm Loan associations,’ to make 
direct loans to the farmers who are stock- 
holders of the association, and limited in 
their operations to the farm loan districts in 
which the association is situated. The mort- 
gages secured by the local farm loan asso- 
ciation are, thereupon, to be indorsed by it, 
and forwarded to a large institution known 
as a ‘Federal Land bank.’ These federal 
land banks are to each operate over a district 
comprisin~ several states, the theory being, 
apparently, that there should be about as 
many federal land banks as there are now 
federal reserve banks in our national bank- 
ing system. The mortgages forwarded by a 
local association to its federal land bank 
are used by the federal land bank as security 
for land bank bonds issued by the federal 
land bank, each issue of such bonds being 
Suaranteed by all of the twelve federal land 
banks provided for in the system.” 

The Howard Measure. 

“What system do you propose?” 

“My bill provides for a local farm land 
bank, limited in its operation to a county, 
which lends the money to the farmer, taking 
a first mortgage for the same. This local 
bank then indorses or guarantees the mort- 
gage and: sends it to a state land bank, 
whose operations are confined to that state, 
and who can then itself indorse or guarantee 
the mortgages and send them on to the 
United States land bank, or central bank. 
‘I his central bank can take the mortgages 
from a given state so guaranteed by a local 
bank and by a state bank, and against these 
mortgages can issue land bank bondg of the 
central bank and sell the same. The central 
bank alone has the power to issue and sell 
these debenture bonds or land bank bonds 
secured by mortgages on farm lands which 
have been indorsed by the local bank and 
by the state bank. 

; “Under my bill the local bank with a min- 
imum capital of $10,000 is owned and con- 
trolled locally, and is Mmited in its loans to 
the county where it is located. As many 
banks as are desired can bé established in a 
Ziven county. All of these banks have ex- 
actly the same facilities for obtaining money 
for the farmers on advantageous terms. Thev 

purchase first mortgages and guarantee 

payment of the same to the extent of 
fifteen times their capital and surplus. These 
mortgages, when so guaranteed and sent to 
the state bank, are, in turn, by *it guaranteed 
and sent to the central bank. The state 
bank can guarantee mortgages (which are 
first guaranteed by the local banks) to the 
extent of one hundred times the capital and 
Surplus of the state banks. The state bank. 
in turn, guarantees these mortgages (all 
guaranteed by local banks) and forwards 
them to the central bank, which alone can 
issue and sell debentures against the same. 

“The stockholders of the local banks un- 
der my bill have a double HMability, as in 
national banks, and their dividends are re- 
stricted to 6 per cent. The state bank is 
owned by the local banks in that state, each 
of which is required to contribute 20 per 
cent of its capital and surplus to the pur- 
chase of stock in the central bank. The 
result is that all the profits of the central 
bank, after a fair surplus has been created, 
go to the state and local banks, and all the 
profits of the state bank, after a fair sur- 
plus has been created, go to the local banks. 
Thus all the profits of the entire system come 
bank to the local banks. 

“The stockholders in the local banks only 
receive 6 per cent dividends on their in- 
vestment. The balance of the profits of the 
local banks (representing the profits of the 
entire system) are used to create a fair sur- 
plus, and, thereafter, the profits are used to 
buy in from the stockholders of the local 
bank at par the stock owned by them and 
cancel the same. Thereafter, the profits of 
the local bank (representing the prefits of 
the entire system) are annually distributed 
back to the borrowers from the bank. thus 
making the system eventually a mutual one. 
and giving to the borrowers the benefit of 
the profits of the system. In this wavy the 
profits of the system redound to the benefit 
of the borrowers and serve to reduce the 
rate of interest which they must pay for 
their loans. Under »my bill provision is 
made limiting the profits which the system 
of banks can make on any specific loan 
The farmer-borrower cannot be required to 
pay a rate of interest exceeding by more 
than 1 per cent the Fate at which the central 
bank sells its debemtures. This 1 per cent 
must represent the profit and pay the ex 
pense of operation of tine local bank, 1! 
state bank and the central bank.

“The whole theory of the land bank is to 
give to the individual borrower the benefit 
of the collective credit of the community, 

‘as to secure for this individual farmer- 
borrower a loan on the beat terms and at 
the lowest interest rate. 

“I take it that no one willl question the 
fact that the borrower who offers the best 
and most liquid security will receive the 
lowest interest rate and the most favorable 
terms. If this is true, then it follows that 
the best system of agricultural banking will 
be the system which offers to the investor a 
land bond secured in the best manner and 
havine the widest market.”

Panama, February 14.—As a result of 
the fight here late last night, in which 
several policemen, Panama and Amer!l- 
can, were killed and many persons 
wounded, Brigadier General Clarence 
R. Edwards, commander of the canal 
zone forces, has sent a long report to 
Major General Leonard Wood recom- 
mending the disarming of the Panama 
police and the policing of Panama and 
Colon with zone police. If an appro- 
priation is not available for this pur- 
pose General Edwards suggests the 
use of soldiers. i 

It is understood that General Wood 
will lay the matter before the Wash- 
ington authorities. Under the treaty 
with Panama the United States has 
the right to take such action. 

The fight of last night started in a 
resort in the tenderloin district while 
many soldiers were on leave of ab- 
sence to attend the carnival festivities. 

It is believed the total number of 
wounded will reach forty-five. Twen- 
ty-seven of the wounded were taken 
to St. Thomas and Ancon hospitals. 
Among these were four who, it is re- 
ported, may die. Other wounded per- 
sons were sent to their homes. 

An inquiry established that both 
factions apparently were equally cul- 
pable, although the Panama police 
used their fire arms after the civilians 
had started the shooting. The sol- 
diers were totally unarmed until they 
raided nearby shooting galleries and 
obtained three small rifles. 

The appearance of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Edwards, commander of the cana! 
zone forces, on the scene of the rioting 
had a quieting effect and he ordered 
the soldiers removed from the is- 
trict. About forty soldiers were ar- 
rested and confined in the Panama 
jail, but later were released at the 
request of American Minister Price 
and General Edwards and taken to 
the various camps for safekeeping. 

he American minister and Géeén- 
eral Bdwards conferred for several 
hours with the Panama authorities 
in an effort to .learn the cause of 
the trouble and to prevent further 
outbreaks. They also consulted with 
President Porras. 

According tof the hospital reports, 
seventeen woufided soldiers are in the 
Ancon hospital, two in a precarious 
condition and ten Panamans in Santa 
Thomas, two seriously wounded. A 
police lieutenant is reported dying 
from his wounds.

Growing and Grading 
| Farm Produce. 


ARTICLE NO. 7—GENERAL INFOR- 
MA/TION. 

The editor of this department of The 
Constitution has been receiving’ many 
inquiries lately abowt the newer meth- 
ods of farming, especially since this se- 
ries of articles on “Growing and Grad- 
ing Farm Produce,” has been rianning 
in The Constitution. Fifty letters are 
now before me, and it might, perhaps, 
be better to write general answers 
rather than to try to answer each let- 
ter as an individual. 

Such letters show an interest on the 
part of farmers in all that is being 
done and said along the general lines 
of improved agriculture. They are 
interested in the subject and are read- 
ing and studying improved methods 
and they will profit by such interest. 
Do not grow impatient if you do not 
hear from your inquiry as soon as you 
think you ought. 

You will hear as quickly as the edftor 
can write vou, though this may be two 
or three weeks in exceptional] cases. 
The best thing you ean do now is to 
study the methods of “growing and 
grading farm produce,’ and prepare for 
the unusual conditions that are sure 
to face the agriculture of the south 
this year. | 

Can We Begin a New System Now? 

Three or four letters have come to us 
inquiring if the south 1s ready to change 
her methods at this time. The_ in- 
qguiries are interesting, and several are 
‘asking just how we are to begin the 
change. The Country Gentleman had 
an article in.the issue of January 43, 
in which the following points were sug- 
gested as the basis of the change: 

1. Plant more grain. 

9 live at home in 1915. 

3. Stop living out of tin cans 

4 Raise hogs at home. South Caro- 
lina sends $13,000,000 to the west ev- 
ery year for hog meat. We can raise 
pork for 4 cents a pound. 


5 South Carolina raises four chick- 


.ens every year for each inhabitant. No 


wonder two small ones cost the house- 
wife 80 cents. 

6. South Carolina produces six dozen 
eggs as each inhabitant’s yearly sup- 
ply. And eggs at 30 and 35 cents a 
dozen, too. 

" Raise wheat. South Carolina sends 
$20,000,000 west every year for flour. 

Commissioner Watson, of the agr'!- 
cultural department of South Carolina, 
is strongly advocating a change in 
South Carolina’s system of agriculture 
and his work is being felt throughout 
the state and the south. All the great 
departments of agriculture | in the 
southern states and the colleges of 
agriculture and the experiment sta- 
tions are now seriously helping to 
wark out the farmers’ problem. 

Why? Because they know that the 
soil and the farmer combined are the 
basis of the nation’s supplies and must 
be sustained in every way if the na- 
tion would thrive. ;

EXPORTED LAST WEEK 


Total of 1,184,000 Bales of 
Cotton Now Afloat for 
Europe. 


February 14.— 
The cotton market closed last week 
at a net loss of 10 to 16 points. In 
the early part steadiness was shown, 
chiefly as the result of the large ex- 
port movement, but sentiment was 
bearish and in favor of a reaction 
from the decline.

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CONGRESS FACES 


MENACING TANGLE 


Only 16 Days Left and Sup- 
ply Bills Not Passed--Clo- 
ture Proposed in Senate to 
Expedite Business. 


Washington, February 
will enter on ‘the last six- 
teen days of the sixty-third session 
bound in one of the most extraordi- 
nary -legislative tangles of its his- 
tory—a tangle so threatening that 
conservative majority members in the 
senate who have respected the hard 
and fast rules of that deliberative 
throughout the years have de- 
termined to try to break the fetters 
of unlimited debate. 

Amendments to the rules proposed 
would end the prolonged republican 
filibuster against the government ship 
purchase bill and permit its passage 
not later than February 19. Demo- 
cratic leaders propose tomorrow to 
press a cloture rule and they expect 
to find a way for a vote on it. 

Passage of a cloture rule, however, 
Seems doubtful, as senate democrats 
are far from unanimous on the pro- 
posal, notwithstanding that a demo- 
cratic Caucus agreed to the program 
last night. seven democrats who re- 
volted against the ship purchase bill 
remained away from the party con- 
ference and others are not Satisfied 
that any cloture rule should be 
adopted. Such action would be un- 
precedented in senate procedure. 


Caucus on Ship Measure. 


While the senate is fighting out 
the. plan to limit debate, the action on 
the ship bill itself will remain in the 
house, where it shifted last week. 
House democrats will caucus tomor- 
row night Mer the compromise Weeks- 
Gore ship bill as amended with Pres- 
ident Wilson's approval, and it is 
planned to pass the bill Tuesday. 

Whatever the house does, republia- 
an senators insist they will continue 
their unrelenting opposition to the 
Ship bill as long as the administration 
forces keep it before the senate. 

Some democratic senators believe 
that -even the president is convinced 
that the republican filibuster cannot 
be overcome and that he 
house to pass the bill to prove that 
Senate republicans, aided by a few 
insurgent democrats, are primarily re- 
Sponsible for the fate of the measure 
and the failure thus far to pass ap- 
propriation bills. Should the bill be 
held up in the’ senate to pass appro- 
priation. bills before March 4, there 
are some senators who think an extra 
session may be avoided, but members 
of congress generally look fer a spe- 
Cial session. . 


Congestion of Supply Measures. 


The congestion of the big su ply 
measures is unprecedented at a short 
session of congress. The senate, with 
Only sixteen working days left, has to 
pass thirteen appropriation bills, in- 
volving hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars for the operation of the gzovern- 
ment, and of these, five have not been 
acted on by the house. 

House leaders who pressed the riv- 
er and harbor bill were gratified to- 
day over what they regarded as an 
assurance that Senator Burton proba- 
bly would not fllibuster against. this 
measure in the senate, as he did last 
year.

The European war and the conse- 


quent hedging on the part of financial 
circles in this country have not been 
felt in Florida, according to those who 


are acquainted with that state’s eco- 
nomic condition. The winter colony is 
mot appreciably smaller than that of 
former years and the circulation of 
money is in no wise diminished. 
‘The conflict abroad, in fact, has been 
a boon in some ways,” said J. C. 
Beam, assistant general passenger 
agent of the Southern railroad. “The 
larger hotels, The Breakers and The 
Royal Poinciana of Falm Beach, The 
Bellaire at Bellview, The Ormond at 
Ormond, and the Royal Palms, for in- 
stance, have never done so great a 
business. This explanation, in large 
part, is found in the fact that the 
tourists, who have heretofore found 
recreation in Europe, have been diverted 
to Florida and other southern points 
this winter. Some of the smaller houses 
are entertaining a smaller number of 
guests, it is true, but the money now 
being brought into the state which 
has been spent for ocean travel has 
more than equalized this situation.”
